2 INDEPENDENT CLAIM 1 

2.1 The present application does not meet the criteria of Article 33(1) PCT, because 
the subject-matter of claim 1 is not new in the sense of Article 33(2) PCT. 
Document D1 discloses (the references in parenthesis applying to this document): 
in example 2 a mulit step process. Dimethyls! lyl-1 ,1 bis (2-methyl-4,5- 
benzoindenyl)ZrCI 2 is supported on a porous organic support, followed by a 
prepolymerization with propylene. In a second step propylene polymerization is 
conducted. The description (column 8, lines 65-67) describes that one particulary 
preferred polymerization process is related to the homo and copolymerization of 
ethylene. 

As a consequence, the subject-matter of claims 1 is not novel towards D1 . 

3 INDEPENDENT CLAIM 17 

3.1 The present application does not meet the criteria of Article 33(1 ) PCT, because 
the subject-matter of claim 17 is not new in the sense of Article 33(2) PCT. 
The examples of Document D4 disclose comparable propylene compositions as 
described in claim 17. 

The applicant is invited to indicate which technical features of the polymer 
composition render the composition novel over the prior art.
